Yet it had a calming effect 


nationally. The bomb seemed to 
snuff out the violent fervor on 
the nation's campuses. The stu- 
dent violence predicted by many 
writers for the fall of 1970 — 
following the Cambodia demon- 
strations, Kent State murders, 
and the Madison explosion — 
never fully materialized. 


A year later, UW-Madison 


officials and scholars feel they 
have a better understanding of 


uia&t 
escribed by some 


observers as the turning point 
in the "cooling of America." 


Chancellor Edwin Young said 


the Madison explosion forced 
students nationally to reassess 
violent tactics. He said "the 
bombing did not represent anti- 
war students as a group," and 
that students today are just as 
politically concerned as last 
year. 


"Students are not less against 


the war. but they are renewing 
their concerns with the impor- 
tance of education. They are 
drawing away from 
violence 


and becoming more involved in 


kids who appear less serious in 
their studies. 


"Another reason the radicals 


have cooled down their tactics," 
he continued, "is their disillu- 
sionment with the belief that 
major confrontations can create 
significant structural changes in 
society. 


"Also, they recognize," said 


Wiley, "that the costs for their 
actions have gone up — the 
police and university officials 
have rationalized a way to

"And most importantly, the 


radical students too are part of 
an unstable economic situation 
and must worry about their own 
immediate bread and butter 
problems."

Nixon and Parochial Schools 


President Nixon's endorsement of 


private schools, especially parochial 
schools, before a Knights of Columbus 
convention dinner, was obviously the 
right thing to do at the right tune and at 
the right place. But as 'he himself 
suggested, there really isn't much he 
can do about increasing federal aid for 
such schools, at least at the elementary 
and secondary levels. 


The President, in referring to 


Terence Cardinal Cooke's call for more 
such aid, said "I hope the Supreme Court 
was listening to your speech." But only 
last month the United States Supreme 
Court in fact cited as a violation of the 
First Amendment, federal funds used to 
pay teachers in parochial schools, even 
in subjects which have nothing to do with 
religion and even if the teachers 
themselves were of different faiths. 


At the same time the Court held that 


federal money used in construction at 
religiously oriented institutions of higher 
learning was legitimate. One reason 
given was that the college student is less 
easily influenced by possible in- 
doctrination than the child. But 
President Nixon spoke highly of 
"private and parochial schools which 
lay such stress upon those values 
(moral, spiritual and religious)" and 
said as such schools "close at the rate of 
one a day, we must resolve to stop the 
trend and turn it around." 


This newspaper has consistently 


backed both the existence of private 


and parochial schools at all levels and 
some sort of government assistance. 
Even the limited competition they offer 
to the public schools is healthy and there 
is a choice for at least some parents. 
There is a wide difference of opinion 
among churches about outside help; 
many maintain that parishioners 
themselves can pay the costs and that 
any government assistance must involve 
government controls, something the 
Supreme Court also said was contrary to 
the Constitution. 


But it is difficult not to suspect that 


Mr. Nixon's views on parochial 
education, like his views on bussing for 
racial balance, seem to be primarily 
politically motivated. If religious and 
spiritual values stressed at private 
schools are shown to be beneficial, what 
about those advantages to children of all 
races and backgrounds demonstrated in 
integrated schools? It may seem to be to 
Mr. Nixon's political advantage to ad- 
vocate something that the Supreme 
Court turns down but some 
com- 


mentators recently suggested that just 
the opposite may be true. 


At any rate, we would like to see 


exactly how the Nixon Administration 
would encourage the retention of private 
schools. They are important to the 
overall educational picture. So is the 
improvement of public education par- 
ticularly in poverty and ghetto areas. So 
is increased racial desegregation. 


Funny Bus/ness in Madison 


Nearly three months ago Gov. Lucey 


sent to the state senate two nominees for 
seats on the vitally important state 
board of natural resources. Gerard 
Rohlich of the University of Wisconsin 
staff had served a previous tepn. His 
record and qualifications were widely 
known. The governor also proposed a 
new member of the board. He is Charles 
Stoddard of Washburn County, a 
professional forester and a natural 
resource management consultant. 


Under the rules, the senate com- 


mittees are required to conduct public 
hearings on nominations submitted for 
confirmation, even as public testimony 
is invited on ordinary bills and 
resolutions. Why Sen. Krueger, the 
chairman of the senate natural 
resources committee,-delayed a hearing 
for so many weeks has not been ex- 
plained. But when Nominee Stoddard 
was finally summoned by the com- 
mittee, he was submitted to the kind of 
heckling and animus that is unworthy of 
the deliberative process of a self- 
respecting legislature. 


The implicit purpose of such 


proceedings is to establish the reasons 
why a nominee for an appointive place is 
suited for it, which would involve some 
review of his work experiences, his 


. views on the nature of the office to which 


he aspires, the policies and programs of 
the agency involved, and similar matter.

The 
general's office announced that the 
reduction "was appropriate for the 
offenses" and this may be right. 


Calley's platoon was in a war, we do 


not yet know the extent of the orders he 
had received from Captain Medina, 
currently on trial. Obviously the tension 
and near hysteria of the American 
troops at My Lai also was a factor. There 
is little doubt but that American military 
men in all our wars have committed 
atrocities either due to individual. 
callousness and lust or the pressures of 
battle. War in itself, especially the kind 
we have had to fight in Vietnam, is an 
atrocity. There is a possibility that Lt. 
Galley was a scapegoat for a great many 
other American officers, especially 
those in positions of higher command 
who planned and ordered the search and 
destroy missions and the sometimes 
careless bombing of both North and 
South Vietnamese installations. 


But there still is something very 


disturbing about the military carefully 
taking care of its own so that it is likely 
that the sentence may be reduced even 
further.

Gains Prestige by Nixon Visit

China is breeding trouble 
(across the Dark Continent. 
This casts considerable doubt 
on the United States position,

leading to abandonment of the 
old practice of trying to export 
revolution. 


Unfortunately,

•escalating activity in Africa is 
not all in the subdued vein, 
portrayed by the public 
relations men for a U. S.- 
China detente. In some parts 
of Africa, Peking is seeking to 
promote Chinese influence by 
above-board relations and 
economic 
assistance 
to 


existing governments. 
Elsewhere, the objective is 
upheaval. 


Mauritania,

Morocco in what used to be 
French West Africa, offers a 
good example of legitimate 
Chinese activity. Technicians 
and legal advisers from the 
People's Republic outnumber 
every foreign

in 


Mauritania save the French. 


Peking Target 


Islamic Mauritania is one of 


the "Bridge" nations between 
Arab North Africa and the 
black sub-Saharan states/ 
These countries, including 
Mali, Chad, and the Sudan, 
are a particular Peking 
target. First of all, they are 
cultural bridge areas — black 
and Arab. Secondly, the 
growth of local Chinese in- 
fluence would help counter 
Soviet sway in the Arab world, 
and also block the spread of 
Russian power across the 
"Bridge" into black Africa. 


But if the Chinese are not 


fomenting revolution in the 
bridge countries, they are 
clearly doing so in the "Horn 
of Africa" — Ethiopia and 
Somalia, plus nearby South 
Arabia. Peking is giving aid

Faced With a Mao-Mao 


To this end, China is con- 


centrating her attentions on 
the hostile black states 
nearest to the borders of the 
white-run regimes. Wheras 
East African whites were 
terrorized during the 1950s by- 
the Mau-Mau, one can suggest 
—less than wholly facetiously 
— 
that white 
southern 


Africans may shortly be faced 
with a Mao-Mao. 


Tanzania and Zambia, in 


East Africa, seem to be 
Peking's 
prime 
staging 


grounds. China is in the 
process of building a new 
"Tan-Zam" railway that will 
give landlocked, copper-rich 
Zambia its first reliable ac- 
cess to the sea through non- 
white territory. To finance 
construction of the 1,200-mile 
railroad, Peking has made a 
30-year, interest-free loan of 
$44 million — terms so 
generous as to be almost a 
gift. For impoverished China, 
this is a mammoth un- 
dertaking, by far the biggest 
foreign aid project to date. 
The Tan-Zam railroad is a 
measure of Peking's great 
interest in southern Africa. 
And the railroad also appears 


to be something of a Trojan 
Horse. 


Trading on the Tan-Zam 


commitment, 
China's in- 


fluence in Tanzania is growing 
rapidly. Thirteen thousand 
Chinese are in Tanzania 
"working on the railroad." 
Tanzania has replaced its 
Canadian military advisers 
with Chinese. Also, Peking is 
providing Tanzania

hardware ranging from PT- 
boats to MIG-17 aircraft. 


China Backs Guerrillas 


But more 
importantly, 


Chinese ships are unloading 
case after case of weapons in 
Dar es Salaam and the 
southern port of Mtwara in 
order to supply the guerrilla 
forces fighting the Portuguese 
.in Mozambique. Chinese in- 
structors have taken over the 
guerrillas' 
training. 


Terrorism is likely to mount 
as Chinese training takes hold. 


On the west coast of 


southern Africa, China has 
two friends within a few 
hundred miles of the northern 
border of Portuguese Angola. 
One China sympathizer is the 
Congo (Brazzaville) and the 
other is Equatorial Guinea, a 
tiny, impoverished ex-Spanish 
colony that became in- 
dependent in 1968. Equatorial 
Guinea's president has said

not be 


complete until Portugal, too, 
is thrown out of Africa. 
Equatorial Guinea is con- 
%idered another likely staging- 
ground for Chinese-trained 
guerrillas.

Strictly Personal 
System to Blame for 
Increase in Felonies

Let's talk about crime 


today, and deal in some hard 
figures instead of the usual 
slop of prejudice, ignorance 
and fear. 


There are 
about 450,000 


felonies a year booked in the 
United States. 


Of these, about 300,000 are 


arraigned. And of these, about 
50,000 are dropped for various 


Harris 


reasons, the largest being the 
refusal of the complainant to 
press charges. 


Of the remaining 250,000, 


about 220,000 plead guilty. 
Only about 30,000 go to trial. 
Of these 30,000, roughly 20,000 
are convicted, and 10,000 are 
acquitted. 


Of the 240,000 who plead or 


are judged guilty, about 
100,000 go to prison. Only 
about 12 per cent of all felonies 
are heaid by a jury. 


Thus, 96 per cent of those 


prosecuted for felonies are 
convicted of something. And 
nine out of 10 end in guilty 
pleas. 


So where is the "soft on 


crime"? 
Where is 
the 


"coddling of criminals"? In 
the public's frightened and 
feverish brain, that's where. 


Why do so many defendants 


plead guilty and forfeit a 
trial? Because they usually 
get a reduced charge and a 
lighter sentence that way. 


Why do they get a reduced 


charge? Because the court 
calendars are clogged, and the 
time and expense of a jury 
trial would be prohibitive. 


It is not the law that is 


slippery or the judges who are 
"too lenient" It is that the 
whole machinery of justice is 


under-staffed, 
under- 


financed, cumbersome, time- 
consuming, and politically 
oriented. 


Innocence or guilt is not the 


decisive factor in our system 
of jurisprudence. Expediency 
is. How to process the most 
men in the shortest time at the 
least expense with the best- 
looking 
record 
for 
the 


prosecutor — that's the name 
of the game in criminal law. 


Under such a system, 


professional criminals can get 
away with it time and again; 
not because of "techni- 
calities" in the law, as 
the layman mistakenly thinks, 
or because judges are soft- 
hearted, but because the 
system itself is unwieldy and 
so coarse-meshed that the big 
fish slip through while the 
little ones are trapped. 


If we gave each defendant a 


jury trial and put all the guilty 
ones in prison, the whole legal 
and penolcgical system would 
grind to a halt There wouldn't 
be enough judges, enough 
courts, or even jails to handle 
them. Or enough money in the 
public treasury to support 
them. 


Yet, as I said, 96 per cent of 


all prosecuted felonists are** 
convicted 
of 
something, 


including1 quite a few who 
aren't guilty — which about 
makes up for the guilty ones 
who get away.
